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The ship, as ihny say in bill^ of lading 
was light, slounch and strong, and her com- 
mander wo; overy inch a a-jilor. II i: wai. 
at times il is true, ^uinr-whai rough in his 
manner*, when giving liibonh-is lo tho offi- 
cer* and crow, bni when ndilrt-fsing his prts- 
conger* his Imigunge and deporluient were 
invariably kind aud coinleous. 

On ihe morning after ">y arrival at Liver- 
po<il, ihe ship being all ready for sea, having 
hauled out of dock the day previous, 1 em- 
bsrkod en board, and we were toon all clear 
of the Moteey. The wind blowing fresh 
from Iho southward*, we ran up tho Irish 
Channel, rounded iho nonhern coast of Ire- 
Innd, and stood owny lo tho westward on 
our course o%or the wild and stormy Atleu- 

lic. 

The cabin passengers, most of whom were 
old travollera, with iho exception of a few of 
tho lailies, appeared disposed lo enjoy Ihem- 
selves, aud no ono seemed lo bo more de- 
lighted at Iho prospect of n speedy pas- 
ssgo then our vigileni and worm-nearled 
copiniu. 

It was somewhere about iho first of April,

The wind 
which had boon slowly backing round from 
the South Weal, had finally soltlcd down ol 
Koal, end though still blowing moderately, 
could ULcnsioutlly bo heard vibrating through

At length the ship raided 
her head, alter plunging in a heavy sea, ihero 
was a noiso like tho report of a cannon, lot- 
lowed by s cry Irom forwardtllial ono of the 
woatber" fore lop-maal bar.kstoya hnd parted 
eomo of the rnckiugs, strained through the 
Others, and that the foro-rigging was nil 
slock, nnd wo hnj nothing to depend upon 
but a singlo ba«:k siny. Every mordent wo 
expected lo soo iho forcmasl goby thobnnrd, 
end il was in vain ihm his shipmalcs shnul- 
ed lo ihe boy aloft lo como down. Tmo lo 
Ins orders from the chief male, he sal on 
tho yard, holding on by tho lie, awaiting 
tho commands of tho oflicor who sent him 
there.

Tho ship hod been caught 
aback while utider soil, anJ after gelling a 
atern board on, thai had deluged her deck 
with water and washed every w»nl overbonrd 
that was on deck her masts went by the 
board, aud she was left a hopeless wreck, 
floating upon ll.o wnlors, at tho mercy of the 
wind and waves. ■ In an hour after wo res 
cued tho last man on board tho wreck, alio 
sank fur down in tho fathomloss ocean. 

If tho details of these well kuo-%n disas- 
ters, which 1 have truthfully alntod, shall 
havo the eftact of nuking ono careless ship 
or steamer captain, adopt tho maxim of my

Potato Mkal.— At a meeting of the Ear. 
niers 1 Club of this city, on llie I2lh iost., Mr. 
11. Snuthwtck, Canada West, exhibited a pre- 
paration of potatoes dried by heated air after 
being boiled, whirls simply lake* aeray all 
moisture from the pulp, leaving it in grain* of 
Ihe sue of Coarse gunpowder, tie suys it 
can be prepared for a cost-of Iwelre cenls u 
bushel, and reduced in bulk four ii'iii-*. nti.<* 

praJuct can be kept as easily a^ flour, and 

may be prepared readily for euling in five min- 
utes. Tho processing of cooking was exhibi- 
ted to itic Club over a spirit lamp, aud llie 
product tasted like ordinary unshed potatoes. 
To prepare ii for eating, it is mixed wilh 
three times ils bulk of hot water and stirred 
until it is of the consistency of mashed pota- 
toes. Il is then ael into an oven for a few 
minutes, when it is ready for Ihe table. Fif- 
teen bushels of potatoes make one barrel of 
this flour, which is stated to keep for years 
without injury, iu a dry place. This is some-' 
thing worthy ol* the attention of our agricul- 
turists. There was a tolerable good crop of 
potatoes in many places last year, and tbeir 
price in the sell was jno.derale, but It 1 soon 
rose to a very high figure, because Ibe rot 
commenced among Ihem soon after beiog stor- 
ed away.' Hundreds of thousands of bushels, 
ire believe, were thus lost. Here is a method 
of saving potatoes from destruction by winter 
rot, and at Ihe same time provjdiog a most 
pleasiug, bealihlul, and nourishing vegetable 
food, which sbould not be oeglecled by those 
wbo can and who should take advauiageof it. 
—Scientific American.
